Payment of Soldiers the Only Problem
of Difficulty—All Loans
Can Be Paid.

The Cuban minister, BSenor Quesada,
wishes to set at rest the stories of financial
trouble ia Cuba that have recently been
published and to that end made a statement
fo The Star fully covering the financial con-
ditions "and commerclal prospects of the
Island. According to this statement the
outlook i3 extremely satisfactory and the
conversion of Cuban bonds end the pay-
ments to the soldlers that have alfeady been
made have been sound business transac-
tions.

“Cuba has never been in a better cond!-
tion financially than she is today. The fol-
lowing official data as to the commerce of
Cuba during the fiscal year 1004-1906 shows
the great state of prosperity of the island:

Payment of Soldiers.

That such was
the belief in financlal circles ls proved by
the fact that many banking firms were
willing to loan the republic, not §10,000,000,
but $15,000,000 for this very purpose. This
year, as It has been stated, Cuba had of
these taxes such a surplus that it bought
i the open market for $1,0062,500 a million
dollars of {ts securltles.

Increeasing Customs Revenues,

“The custoin houses are ylelding also in-
creasing Incomes. In 1904 about 35,000,000
more than the previous twelvemonth were
collected. These revenues alone would pay
not only the Interest, but allow Congress
to devote several millions every year to
amortization without.golng abroad to bor-
row money, when there Is plenty at home
in the national vaults. The price of sugar
may fall somewhat, but the additional cir-
culation of nearly $20,000,000 In a few
months will more than counteract a prob-
lematieal shrinkage of imports and custom
house dutles which never was thought of,
provided Cuba borrowed money abroad. By
no logic or human foresight can there be
« deficlt expected, for, on the contrary, the
‘ncreasing exportations, not only of Sugar,
which will make up for any deficlency In
the price of that staple, but of tobacco,
fruits, woods and minerals, and the thou-
sands of immigrants who are augmenting
her productive capacity will in a few years
double Cuba's wealth,

“Cuba could not repudiate her debt to
the soldiers; no self-respecting people
could do such an act, nor any people ap-
plaud such ingratitude, least of all _he
great Amerlean nation, which has done its
duty in this respect, and continues, with
generous penslons, to help thoze who fought
for their country,

“By settling, once and for all, the pay-
ments of the army, the Cuban government
has not only acted justly, without appealing
to an onerous foreign loan, but has re-
solved its only internal problem of mo-
ment In accord with Cuba's International

obligations and within the provisions of
her constitutions."

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CONSIDERATION AND DISCUSSION
OF PROPOSED NATIONAL LAW.

A dlscussion of the draft of an act to
make uniform the law of warehouse re-
celpts In every state in the Union oceupled
practically all of the time of the American
Warehousemen's convention at the New
Willard Hotel today. Prof. Samuel Wil-
liston, who holds the chair of commercial
law In Harvard University, is the author
of the act, and was present to answer gues-
tions asked by delegates. He occupled a
seat beside the chalrman, and was led to
explain every portion of the proposed law
in detall.

By the passage of the proposed measure
it is hoped to give protection to the ware-
houseman in the various states and to more
clearly define both his and the depositor's
rights,

Proposed Law.

The first part of the act deals with the
issue of warehouse recelpts, embracing
such subjects as the persons who may Issue
receipts, forms of recelpts—essential terms
and what terms may be inserted—the defini-
tlon of non-negotiable receipts and of ne-
gotlable receipts, the necessity of marking
duplicate receipls and the results of the
fallure to mark recelpts “non-negotiable.’”
The second part has to do with the obliga-
tlons and rights of warehousemen under
thelr receipts, Including the obligation to
dellver goods, the justification of re-
housemen In delivering, liability for mis-
dellvery, the necessity of canceling nego-
tiahla recelpts when the goods are deliv-
ered and of marking negotluble receipts
when parts of goods are dellvered, the In-
abllity of the warehouseman to set up a
title In himself and his rights as an inter-
pleader of adverse claimants, the rights of
taki reasonable time to determine the
validity of claims, ete.

The negotlation and transfer of receipts
Is taken up In the third part of the aect,
which embraces the negotiation of negoti-
able receipts by dellvery and by indorse-
ment, the rights of a person to whom a
receipt has been negotiated or transferred,
and sections of a llke nature. Part four
deals with criminal offenses, including the
issue of receipts for goods not delivered,
or of a recelpt containing a false state-
ment, or of a duplicate not so marked, ete.
A fifth part has to do with the Interpre-
tation of the act.

May Not Be Indorsed.

No decislon as to whether or not the act
will be Indorsed by the assocfation had been
reached when this report was closed. Since
the opening of the convention yesterday
a number of delegates have arrived, swell-
ing the total attendance to nearly one
hundred. L

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BIRDS THAT ARE MISSED,

The Most Difficult Shot in the Opinion
of Bportsmen.

From the Badminton Magasine,

It I1s a fact that the crack sometlhines
mizses, and the object of this artlele is .o
show by a consensus of expert opinlon what
chots they are which puszle the men or
absolutely first rank. Appended are quo-
tatlons from some of the views which have
been expressed by such authorities at more
or less length.

Lord Walsingham writes: “The most dir-
ficult shot T know is a bird which comes
stralght over your head at a moderate
‘helght, and which, for some reason, such
as an empty gun or a thick wood close
in front, cannot be shot when approaching.
You must then turn round and shoot under
the bird as It Is going away. If you let it
go far it becomes almost impossible, anad
iIf you are ever so quick, with a second gun
or otherwise, you have to calculate how
far to hold below the bird that it may
fly into the charge, the object belng to put
the shot under the neck feathers, and not
through the tall—a calculation which Is ex-
tremely difflcult to make insiantaneously,,
It comes off all right when you know how
to do it, but T have seen very few men who
could kill such a bird with any degree of
certainty. Of course, if the bird is the
least on one side or the other the shot be- 1
comes comparatively easy."

Earl de Grey thinks that a high pheasant
comlng down wind with a drop and a curl
Is the bird that there Is most excuse for
missing apd that is oftenest missed,

The Manquis of Granby coucludes a full
expression of his vlews: “On the whole,
however, it has always seemed 1o me that
a genuinely ‘tall’ )‘-meaunt. when ‘satling
with perfectly motionless wings, especiaily
when ‘curling.’ and possibly almost Imper-
ceptibly dropping in its filght as well, s by
far the most diffleult bird to kill.”

Prince Victor Duleep Singh agrees with

tection. It is, fortunately, a shot which
dues not often present itself. but I have
never yet seen pheasanis well killed under
thesa circumstances.”

Mr. Henry Stoner glves a hint: *“With
regard to difficult shots, I should most cer-
talnly say a ‘high cock pheasant In the
open, flying down the line of guns with his
wings outstretched and motionless, is the
maost difficult shot T know, and I am sure
the best way to kill a bird of this kind s
to take a snapshot at him.”

Lord Westbury says: “I am sorry to be
unable to plead gullty to being ‘a shot or
exceptional merit,’ but I've frequently seen
shots ¢ that description make very Indif-
ferent practice on cock pheasants dropping
across the bOpen with outstretched wings
from a very high covert into a low covert
behind, particularly when twenty-five yards
wide, the birds having a good outside (1. e.,
away from the shooter) ‘curl’ on. I find it
almost impossible to allow for the pace,
the drop and the curl. In my opinion
pheasants are, under certaln conditions, t.r-m
most difficult of ordinary game birds o
kill properly.”

A, I,I:‘-. Gathorne-Hardy: “In my opinlon,
by far the most difficult shot Is at a pheas-
ant which has come straight at you too
low to shoot at In front; which you turn
round to, and try to take going away.

Arthur Portman considers: Far and
away the most difficult birds to shoot are
pheasants, the hardest of all to kill,
in my opinion, being a soaring bird coming
off a hill with Its wings out. These floaters
are ng far faster than thtag. :;htec;
consequence ju 2~ Py
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tion—straight over your head, thus shoot-
Ing It in the neck, which is the only vul-
rerable spot you can hit to bring it down
stone deéad; anyway, this is my opinlon.*

Maj. Acland-Hood says: “l think that of
all the many difficult shots one gets a low
partridge or pheasant (especlally the lat-
ter) on one's left is, as a rule, that whicn
defeats one more frequently than any other,
for this reason: Flirst of all, there is the
knowledge, especially in pariridge driviag
or pheasant shooting, that owing to the
low flight of the bird there may be some-
body’'s head on the same level and beyond
the bird (the other side of a hedge, per-
haps). Well, this makes one think of other
things hesides the hird. and also causes
one to take before shooting a very quilek,
comprehensive glance In the line of fire L0
see that all is safe. In dolng this I think
a man is apt to misjudge the pace the bird
is flyving and shoot behind {t. Agaln, the
reason why I think birds to the left are
more difficult than to the right (ap any
rate, in my case) Is that when swinging to
the left the laft arm naturally makes &
curve downward, unless one remembers 10
counteract the natural tendency, and that
makes one shoot below the bird. If you
try first swinging to the left on an imagi-
nary bird you will see what I mean, and
then try swinging to the right. You wWill
find that the left arm has a natural in-
cilnation to go up. and that helps the shoot.
Ing, as In nine cases out of ten birds are
missed by shooting under and behind, but
more especlally under. Of course, there
are many shots which are as near the Im-
possible as anything can he—for instance,
i teal down wind darting about In the
dusk; but that is, as a rule, an exceptional
shot to get, while that which I have dealt
with is an every-day occurrence.”
